2. SECTION B; ASSESSMENT 

A. SUMMARY: ABUSE OF SOFT DRUGS CONTINUE WITH LITTLE EVIDENCE 
OF CHANGE DESPITE TIGHTENED CONTROLS OVER THE DISTRIBUTION OF 
LEGITIMATE DRUGS. HEROIN IN SMALL AMOUNTS CAN BE FOUND IN THE 
VICINITY OF CLARK AB AND SUBIC NAVAL BASE SMUGGLED FROM THAILAND 
BY US MILITARY PERSONNEL. DEA AND CUSTOMS EACH CONDUCTED IN- 
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COUNTRY TRAINING COURSES FOR 75 AND 159 TRAINEES RESPECTIVELY. 
ADMISSIONS TO REHAB CENTERS HAVE DROPPED. 

B. ABUSE: PATTERNS OF ABUSE HAVE NOT CHANGED PERCEPTIVELY THE 
PAST SIX MONTHS. THE TREND FROM HARD TO SOFT DRUG ABUSE, NOTICE- 
ABLE IN LATE 1973, HAS CONTINUED THROUGH CY74.WITH REGULATED 
AND PROPIBITED DRUGS AND MAJRJUANA LEADING THE LIST OF ABUSED 
SUBSTANCES. THE GOP HAS TIGHTENED CONTROLS ON THE DISTRIBUTION 
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OF LEGITIMATE DRUGS SUBJECT TO ABUSE AND INTENSIFIED ITS 
EDUCATIONAL EFFORTS TO CURTAIL ABUSE. DESPITE INCREASED ATTEN- 
TION TO CONTROL OF DRUG MANUFACTURERS, DISTRIBUTORS, HOSPITALS 
AND DOCTORS, DRUG LEAKAGE INTO THE ILLICIT MARKET IS WIDESPREAD. 

C. PRODUCTION AND PROCESSING: THERE IS NO KNOWN PRODUCTION OR 
PROCESSING OF OPIUM OR COCA. CANNABIS IS WIDELY BUT ILLEGALLY 
CULTIVATED EOR DOMESTIC CONSUMPTION, BUT THERE IS NO EVIDENCE 
OF CONVERSION TO HASHISH OR HASHISH OIL AND NO EXPORT. 

D. TRAFFICKING TRENDS: NO DISCERNIBLE CHANGE IN TRAFFICKING 
TRENDS. SMALL AMOUNTS OF HEROIN HAVE BEEN SEIZED IN THE VICI- 
NITY OF CLARK AB AND SUBIC NAVAL BASE SMUGGLED BY US MILI- 
TARY PERSONNEL FROM THAILAND AND OTHER EOREIGN SOURCES, BUT 
THE TOTAL AMOUNTS SEIZED, WHILE INCREASED EROM AYEAR AGO, 

ARE TOO SMALL TO DEEINE YET AS A TREND. 

E. REGIONAL AND MULTILATERAL COOPERATION: DURING THE REPORTING 
PERIOD, TWO INDONESIAN (NARCOTICS ENFORCEMENT) AND TWO GUAMAN- 
IAN (COMPLIANCE INVESTIGATION) POLICE OFFICERS WERE TRAINED 

IN THE PHILIPPINE POLICE ACADEMY. ALTHOUGH ACCOMMODATIONS ARE 
LIMITED, THE GOP IS PREPARED TO RECEIVE OTHER FOREIGN TRAINEES 
IN ANTI-NARCOTICS SKILLS. SENIOR GOP LAW ENEORCEMENT OFFICIALS 
ATTENDED UN AND COLOMBO PLAN REGIONAL NARCOTICS CONFERENCES. 

F. EMBASSY AND HOST GOVERNMENT ACTIVITIES: DEA CONDUCTED ITS 
FIRST SCHOOL ABROAD FOR COMPLIANCE INVESTIGATION (NOV. 1974) 

AND TRAINED 75 LAW ENEORCEMENT PERSONNEL. US CUSTOMS CONDUCTED 
4 TWO- WEEK NARCOTICS COURSES IN MANILA (2), CEBU, AND DAVAO 
FOR 159 CUSTOMS PERSONNEL (SEPT-OCT 1974). MISSION OFFICERS 
CONTINUE TO MAINTAIN CLOSE PROFESSIONAL RELATIONSHIP WITH 
KEY GOP OFEICIALS ON DANGEROUS DRUGS BOARD AND IN CENTRAL 
LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCIES INVOLVED IN ANTI-NARCOTICS ACTIVITY: 
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CANO, NBI, ASAC, CUSTOMS, AND NATIONAL POLICE COMMISSION. NO 
CHANGES IN POLITICAL CLIMATE THAT AFFECTS THE PROGRAM. 

G. ENFORCEMENT: (CY74 DATA - GOP STATISTICS). A TOTAL OF 

1395 ARRESTS; SEIZED 18,000 PLUS KILOS OP MARIJUANA AND APPROX. 

1500 PLANTS; 8870 DRUG UNITS OF AMPHETAMINES/BARBITURATES; 

LESS THAN ONE KILO EACH OF HEROIN, MORPHINE, AND OPIUM. 

H. INCOME SUBSTITUTION; NOT APPLICABLE. 

I. TREATMENT, REHABILITATION, EDUCATION: TWO GOVERNMENT ENFORCE- 
MENT AGENCIES AND THREE PRIVATE ORGANIZATIONS OPERATE REHABILI- 
TATION CENTERS. IN FY74 A TOTAL OF 1466 PERSONS, INCLUDING 

153 FEMALES, RECEIVED TREATMENT IN THE NINE CENTERS. FROM 
JULY THROUGH NOVEMBER 1974, 203 PERSONS WERE ADMITTED TO REHAB 
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
